The 
roots should be separated well 
In fill directions, wilb the soil 
well worked in among them, 
separating them Into layers, cucb 
of which should be spread out 
like the fingers of the hand. 
When the hole is partially full 
the plant should lie shaken up 
and down so as to make sure It 
is in clo=e contact with the soU 
ucdfcr the crown where the roo:s 
branch. \Vhen the roots are well 
covered the soil sbonld l»e firm- 
ed.
